At the Cornell university cows that 
yielded 200 |»ounds of butter fat annu­ 
ally under ordinary feeding yielded 
31o pounds when given liberal rations 
of feed rich In nitrogen aud carbohy­ 
drate*.

BEST. 
Hysterical hens that fly off the nest 
like a shot and cocks th at squawk and 
beat It when their keeper enters the 
coop should have their quietus in the 
cook pot. 
Hen hysterics have several causes 
Children and dogs give chickens fits. 
When a pooltrym an’s tem per gets high 
the feathers fly. aud then many do not 
je t fowls. 
The true fancier loves his 
birds, and they not only reciprocate 
his affection, but bring him more profit 
than these w ild eyed, galloping scream ­ 
ers. 
The most successful poultryman 
In the world, whose poultry profit is 
F3C.0U0 a year, has this rule for his 
heifers: “r e t the birds. 
Make them 
tame. 
It pays.’* 
Wild fowls don’t pay. 
It takes more time and feed to fat­ 
ten a nervous fowl, lf it gets fat at all. 
The more nerves a ben has the less 
eggs she lays, the more hatching eggs 
she breaks and the less chicks she 
raises. 
Turkeys, untamed, th at are brought 
right In from wild range life and 
l**nued to fatten will often wear off 
flesh in worry instead of being fed to 
fine finish in a hurry, while those that 
eat from Mary’s hand will lay on 
weight to beat the band. 
Ducks, perhaps the most nervous of 
poultry, are easily frightened into a 
■*t impede that means lost ducks and 
less weight. 
Pigeons also are excitable and when 
wild and frightened often injure them ­ 
selves fatally, flying against obstruc­ 
tions and leave their squabs unfed to 
starve in the nests. 
Nevertheless, we 
have had our ducks so tame that they 
wearied us with their attentions, un­ 
tying our shoestrings nearly every 
time we went through their yards and 
becoming quiet when excited at the 
sound of our voice. 
We have seen pigeons so tam e that 
they fairly covered their attendant 
when they fluttered down for the hemp 
in his hand.

When about to feed sheep o d grain. 
if it has not been fed them before, 
they must la* started on corn grain 
cautiously. sp ecially lf corn is a prin­ 
cipal factor in the food to be fed. We 
have great faith in using oats as a 
principal |»ortioii of the graiu food 
when starting the feeding process. 
A 
little bran will bt* helpful, but it is an 
easy m atter to use too much of the lat­ 
ter. 
Thrift Is Necessary. 
There is one thing the farm er can 
not afford to overlook iu sheep raising 
and that is thrift. T hrift means hen I til. 
gain In quality, quantity aud produc­ 
tiveness the elements out of which til** 
profits are derived. 
It must lie the 
first object of the ow ner to keep his 
sheep iu thriving condition. The quali­ 
ty of the wool as well as the quantity 
and the general productiveness of the 
flock make this requirem ent imperative. 
Tha Sheepfold. 
if a ewe loses her lambs she is apt 
to get too fat for breeding purposes 
another year, but she will make you 
a nice piece of muttou for next win 
ter’s use. 
One or two gentle ewes 
may be left with the lambs to keep 
them in the pasture. 
Exam ine the ud­ 
ders. aud if ntiy are raked or inflamed 
they should Im* eared for ami the m i l k 
draw n. 
C onstruct a good shelter Iii4 
every pasture. 
Have the ow ning on 
tho south. 
Parasites on Sheep. 
Some w riters claim that sheep ought 
not to be pastured nu land uiore than 
one year before it is plowed and re­ 
seeded. owing to parasites, but it has 
beeu shown that sheep have been kept 
free from parasites by the use of tar. 
turpentine and salt. 
Bore two inch 
holes in rn pine log. fill with Bait and 
im ear ta r around the top and sheep 
will tar their noses while eating salt. 
Sheep soon learn to eat tar. One sheep 
raider keeps It mixed with turpentine 
and salt where it la accessible at all 
times. 
About one-half piut of turpen­ 
tine to one peck of salt is the propor­ 
tion.
